New York, July 27.—About 1,500 


men who have been on strike for sev- 
eral days returned to work today in 
plants of the Standard Oil company 
and Tidewater Oil company in Bay- 
onne, 
New Jersey. 
Mayor 
Pierce 
Gradin and Sheriff Kinkead declared 
that the strike was broken and that 
by tomorrow all 
strikers would be 
back at work, and several hundred 
guards protecting the plant could be 
removed. 
The sheriff said he was 
positive an increase in pay would be 
granted the employes before the end 
of the week.

About five thousand men have been 
idle since the strike ' began in 
the 
plant of the Standard Oil company. 
As result of this strike and disorders 
in which several of the strikers and 
sympathizers were shot and killed, 
employes of the Tidewater Oil com- 
pany quit work, it is said unwillingly. 
The return of the men to work fol- 
lowed Sheriff Kinkead's action yester- 
day in taking command of a meeting 
of the English-speaking strikers and 
obtaining their votes to go back after 
he had arrested Jerome /.

330,995 Have Fallen in Army 
and 


Navy Since War 
Began Ac- 


cording to Statement 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, July 27.—The casualties in 
the British army and navy reached a 
total of 330,995 according to a state- 
ment issued by Premier Asquith. The 
total navy casualties up to July 20 
were 9,106 and the militarv casual- 
ties to July 18 were 321,889. The 
naval losses were divided as follows: 
Officers killed, 499; wounded, 
87; 
missing, 29; men killed, 7.430; wound- 
ed 787; missing, 274. 


Premier Asquith announced in the 
house of commons on June 9 that the 
total British casualties excluding the 
naval division had been 258,069 np 
to May 31 in killed, wounded 
and 
mising. This shows casualties in the 
army alone of 63,820 between May 
31 and July 18.

Port Au Prince, Haiti, July 27.—The 
revolutionary movement against the 
government of President

broke out In this city at 
daybreak 
today. Rebellious troops of the gov- 
ernment attacked 
the 
presidential 
palace at four o'clock and continued 
firing upon it for two hours. There 
were a number of casualties. 
President Guilllaume ia in the pal- 
ace resisting the attack of the rehels. 
The building itself is in flames. 
President Takes Refuge. 
The revolutionary 
m o v e m e n t 
against President Guillaume, which 
broke out under the 
leadership of 
Dr. Rosalvo Bobo last March, showed 
itself in Port Au Prince today. Af- 
ter several, hours of fighting at the 
presidential residence 
where Guil- 
laume made a contageous defense 
against the revolutionists, the presi- 
dent took refuge in the French lega- 
tion, whether he had been preceded 
by the members of his family. 
The palace was on fire before he 
decided to seek refuge under the flag 
of France. 
The president was gup- 
ported by a few loyal troops and the 
members of his personal staff. 
General Oscar, governor of Port Au 
Prince, continued his resistance at 
the palace even after Guillaume had 
left, but his situation 
soon, became 
untenable and he was obliged to sur-

Included among the victims of this 
attack on the presidential

There has been a reign of terror 
here for the past ten days. On the

series of persecutions. He began by 
causing the arrests of all Haitians of 
any wealth or position, without dis- 
tinction of age or sex and expelling 
all foreigners. He apparently recog- 
nized the fact that the spirit of revo- 
lution was growing in. the country 
and he knew that the rebels were 
marching on the capital. 


City's Prisons Crowded. 
Haitian women have been arrested 
on the streets and 
taken away to 
prison. The prisoners die daily as a 
result of hunger, and the unsanitary 
conditions is which they are compel- 
led to live. The 
foreign 
legations 
hold many refugees. 
General Oscar, governor 
of Port 
Au Prince, is among those who have 
taken the ftght with President Guil- 
laume. He is resisting with energy 
General Oscar succeeded in eluding 
the rebels around the palace and took 
refuge in the Dominican legation.

Grey cabled Secretary Lansing today 
that the British Government has in 
preparation, another note to the Unit- 
ed States on the orders in council, and 
asks that the note delivered yester- 
day be withheld from publication pend- 
ing receipt of a new communication. 
Therefore, yesterday's note will not 
be published tomorrow morning as 
planned. 


Subject Matter Unknown. 


No indication of the 
forthcoming 
note was given in Sir Edward Grey's 
cable, and state department officials 
have no intimation. They assume, 
however, that it is of a supplemental 
nature. The development will further 
delay the dispatch of the American, 
note to Great Britain on the same 
subject. Secretary Lansing had about 
finished it and it was about to be sent 
to President Wilson to Cornish, New 
Hampshire, for his approval. It will 
not be dispatched until the new Brit- 
ish note has been received and con- 
sidered. 
Secretary Lansing said the message 
from London stated 
the 
new note 
would be here in another week. 
In official quarters the -development 
was regarded as highly 
significant. 
The belief prevailed tha-; the last Am- 
erican note to Germany with it» re- 
ferences to freedom of the seas may 
have influenced Great Britain to place 
herself on record as willing to take 
under consideration any new KUSKCS- 
tlon by the United. States to the bel- 
ligerents. 


May Be New Proposal.

THE STEELHEAD TROUT. 
Prepared for the Gazette by the De- 
partment of Zoology o£ the University 
of Wisconsin. 
About fifteen years ago the gill net 


men of Lake Michigan began to find 
specimens of trout among their catch 
oi! a kind 
previously 
unknown 
to 
them. In later years these were taken 
in increasing abundance, 
until now 
they form a very important part of 
many a haul. Most of them are small, 
fe\y if any exceed 
five 
pounds in 
weight. The quality of their meat is 
higher than that of the native lake 
trout of the great lake. The fish was 
promptly baptized "salmon" or "sal- 
mon trout." 
What is this fish and where did it 
come from? 
To settle this question, 
specimens were sent by the fishermen 
to James Nevin, superintendent of the 
state fish hatcheries, who in his turn 
sent them to the Zoological Depart- 
ment of the University of Wisconsin 
for determination. 
Here an interesting story was dis- 
closed. 
The fish undoubtedly is a 
"steelhead" trout, a form native to the 
streams entering the Pacific ocean in 
California, Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia, and never occurring 
east of the Sierra Nevada. How then 
came it to be found in our lakes? 


A search disclosed that some thirty 
years ago, the United tSates" Bureau 
of Fisheries planted several hundred 
thousand of steelhead fry in Lake Su- 
perior.

ON STATE AFFAIRS 


QUIET 


Gives Chautauqua Address at Evans- 


ville Last Evening on Old Topic, 


"Representative Govern- 


ment." 
Evansville, July 27.—The 2,000 peo- 
ple who gathered in the big tent here 
last night to hear United States Sena- 
tor Robert M. La Follette discuss Wis- 
consin politics, heard the senator pre- 
sent a chautauqua address on repre- 
sentative government. 
"I am not going to touch upon the 
situation in Wisconsin tonight," de- 
clared Senator La Follette. 
"I want 
the present legislature to complete its 
program and then I am going to take 
a look at it." 
Senator La Follette devoted a con- 
siderable part of his address to his 
favorite subject, "The Railroad." 
"The cost of production," he said, 
"has been growing less and less, while 
the cost of living has been going up. 
Instead of the cost of living increas- 
ing, as it has in recent years, it should 
have decreased, just as the 
cost of 
production has grown less." 
The great amount of money paid by 
the people to the railroads, he said, 
has contributed more than any other 
element to the present high cost of 
living. 
"If we permit the railroads to 'frisk' 
us," declared Senator La Follette, "we 
are a set of blithering idiots." 
Senator La Follette said he had lost 
none of his optimism to the future 
welfare and prosperity of the United 
States. "I believe it is part of the 
Divine purpose to give America a per- 
fected democracy," he said.

AN IMPOSSIBILITY. 


\Vnll Street Journal calls atten- 


tion to one of the things that the 
great war machines of the belliger- 
ents across the Atlantic can not ac- 
complish when it says: 


"It was justly remarked by a for- 


gotten philosopher that you can lead 
a horse to water, but you cannot make 
him drink. 
Insufficient attention has 


been given to what is, beyond com- 
parison, ths gravest internal develop- 
ment in Germany. The workers in 
the Krupp factory at Essen are dis- 
satisfied. 
Their employers desire to 


come to terms. The government inti- 
mates that if they do not do so 'severe 
measures will be taken.' 


"There has always been a curious 


mixture of intelligence and childish 
simplicity about the German govern- 
ment, and even about its highly effi- 
cient war machine, in this case it be- 
lieves that the worker can be 'speeded 
up' by placing a soldier over him. It 
cannot be done. An intelligent fore- 
man mighi be able to do something in 
that way. 
The soldier cannot make 


him turn out good work, the kind of 
work which is imperative in what the 
Krupp factories at Bssen produce, 
even if he is compelled to work 
eighteen hours a day. 


"Absolute authority has nothing to 


do with the matter. The poorest and 
least efficient laborer, and the most 
costly in production the world ever 
saw, 
was the southern slave before 


the Civil war. His master had almost 
the power of life and death. 
But by 


beating him his 
efficiency was still 


further impaired; and k'illing him for 
doing as little as 
possible with a 


plausible show of 
industry, simply 


meant the destruction of a capital 
asset. 


"\Yhon the workers at Essen, there- 


fore, petition to be sent to the front, 
in preference to the 'severe industry 
at what they 
consider low pay de- 


manded 
by (he 
armament reciuire- 


ments of Germany, they are saying 
to the German government, in effect: 
•You can only kill us. 
What more 


can you do, and how will you be bet- 
ter off by killing us?' 


"Here is an unanswerable question. 


In spite of its contempt for the lives 
of German subjects, the war machine 
in Germany cannot afford to kill its 
most useful workers. 
The question 


seems to have been settled in South 
TA'ales, on a basis of dividing with the 
worker some of the unusual profits 
arising out of the war. 
This is the 


only way such a question can be set- 
tled, and a-simple economic rule on 
the point can be submitted. 


"If compulsion could secure good 


work, our jails would put our factor- 
ies out of business."

"Pernlciou* Activity,"

Madison, July 27.—T'here is a 
growing suspicion here at the capitol 
that something is about to happen. 
This "something" is said to be in the 
nature of aa operation, which it is 
expected will cure a number of per- 
sons of a peculiar disease, Known to 
the political profession as "pernicious 
political activity." It is said that the 
operation will resu'lt In the separa- 
tion of the persons infected from the 
public payroll. 
From 
past ' experi- 
ments it is generally conceded that 
this is the best antidote for the spread 
of the disease. 
It is also conceded 
that the best 
operating surgeon in 
these parts at 
the present time is 
none other than Governor Philipp. 
In other words the belief is growing 
that the axe is about to fall on a num- 
ber of state employes, who seem to be 
still under the impression that there 
was no election last fall and, who have 
been more concerned in the welfare 
of the progressive machine than in 
paying attention to thejr work. These 
persons are the main cogs in what is 
known as the capitol lobby and minor 
cogs in the La Follette 1905 model. 
As members of the capitol lobby they 
have been exerting all their influence 
and power, not in holding down their 
jobs, but in bucking the plans of Gov- 
ernor Philipp. Last winter just after 
Mr. Philipp was elected governor he 
declared in a public statement that it 
was not his intention to start his work 
of 
retrenchment 
by 
wrecking 
the 
whole machinery of government and 
there would be no wholesale discharge 
of state employes he said. He want- 
ed to take a little time before acting 
he stated and then said that all those 
employes, who paid attention to their 
own business and were competent to 
hold their jobs would be safe. 
For a short time after his inaugura- 
tion there was comparative quiet in 
the capitol. Then as he became en- 
grossed with matters before the legis- 
lature, it was noticed that there were 
certain outcroppings of "political ac- 
tivity." 
Still- nothing happened and 
the "cogs" grew bolder. For the past 
three months the machine has been 
going full blast. As a matter of fact, 
however, Governor Philipp has neith- 
er forgotten nor overlooked anything. 
He. has simply sat tight and kept his 
eyes open. And the employes in the 
state house, who were undergoing an 
examination all the time didn't even 
suspect it. As a matter of fact the 
governor has given these employes 
even more than decent consideration. 
He has known all along that a num- 
ber of them have been going around, 
working and lobbying against him and 
his measures.

aware that they have been trying to 
stab him in the back when he wasn't 
looking.

Seeks Law Enforcement, 
Assemblyman Carl Piener of Dunn 
county has started n ieeislative cam- 
paign to secure a better enforcement 
of the laws of the state. He desires a 
legislative investigation 
on the sub- 
ject of law enforcement and has in- 
troduced a .resolution 
embracing his 
ideas.in., the assembly. 
'In his- resolution As'semblyman Pie- 
ner declares that laws are passed to 
be enforced. 
He declares that laws 
are passed, moreover, giving the exec- 
utive authority of the state power to 
reirrove officials, such as sheriffs ar.rt 
district attorneys, who fail to enforce 
laws. 
"In spite of 
this seemingly 
suffi- 
cient power," declares the Pieper res- 
olution, "and in spite of the fact that 
the legislature is the sole and exclu- 
sive judge of the appropriations and 
of the necessity for particular legis- 
lation to promote the general welfare 
of the 'Deople of this state, measures 
debated pro and icon before the com- 
mittees of the legislature and consid- 
ered and debated on the floor of tho 
two hov.ses thereof, are passed by the 
legislature but remain dormant." 
Assemblyman Pieper declares that 
back of this law enforcement are -the 
reasons for the failure, which should 
be ferreted out and brought to light 
that this condition of affairs may be 
corrected. 


Plans Investigation. 
"Whether or not this failure is due 
to an overlapping of functions; 
the 
Jack of a responsible ..heart;

particular duties and functions pre- 
scribed for them; to usurpation, or 
otherwise, should be dntermined and 
can be determined only by a thorough 
investigation." declares the resolution. 
The resolution asks for the 
crea- 
tion of a legislative committee of five 
members, two senators and three as- 
semblymen, to be appointed by the 
presiding ofiicers of each house to 
maek a complete investigation of law 
enforcement in all 
sections of the 
state. Power is given to the commit- 
tee to examine witnesses and to com- 
nile a full report with suggestions of 
legislation to be presented to the 
next session of the legislature. 


All Bills Laid Over. 
Lack of a quorum in both the sen- 
ate and house of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature today necessitated laying over 
all bills of larger importance, until iO- 
morrow. Senator 
Martin spoke for 
his bill to permit public1 service cor- 
porations to issv.e stocks and bonds 
for a consideration of less than 100 
cent on the dollar. The bill was kill- 
ed by ten io seven. 
The senate concurred in the bill 
authorizing towns, villages and cities 
to make their own regulations of mo- 
tor vehicles to be in conformity, how-, 
ever, with the state laws. 
The senate reconsidered the killing 
of a bill to require dimming of DOW- 
erful electric lamps nn automobiles 
when approaching vehicles. The bill 
will come, up Wednesday. 


Concur in Dog Bill. 
The senate concurred in the Cald- 
well bill imposing- a fine of ten 
to 
twenty-five, dollars for allowing dogs 
to run at large in country districts. 
A legal opinion was received by the 
assembly from the attorney general's 
department with reference to a bill in 
the legislaeure to compel the members 
of the legislative committee investi- 
gating forestry to refund money ex- 
pended in making forestry investiga- 
tions outside of the state. The at- 
torney -general held that the expendi- 
ture of money was legal. Both houses 
adjourned until Wednesday.

ancient graves were uncovered thor- 
oughly and some unusually fine pot- 
tery, bracelets, spear-points, and other 
things were found with the- skele- 
tons. 
On the Island of Sylt, off the coast 
of Schleswig-Holstein, some other sol- 
dier-anthropologists made the discov- 
ery of a. mound which, .when opened 
up, contained objects 
believed 
to 
date as far back as 3,000 B. C. 
Prof. Morritz, of Posen, who has 
since been killed in the war, also 
turned over to the KoenigsberK Arch- 
aeological society a number of relics 
that were dug up in the eastern the- 
ater of the war, some of them dat- 
ing back to the time of the Vikings. 
In Russia a skeleton on which lay a 
stone hatchet; was uncovered.

MEANS CURTAILMENT 


OF EXTENSION WORK 


Cut of $63,000 In Appropriation for 


Department Recommended By 


Finance Committee. 


[SI'ECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wls., July 27.—A heavy 
cut in appropriations for the univer- 
sity extension division, repommended 
by the finance committee to the legis- 
lature, is said to forecast the probable 
suspension of such activities as the 
community institutes and much of the 
community 
welfare 
work, and the 
closing up of all the district extension 
offices. Two years ago this department 
was given $213,000, and this legisla- 
ture, if it adopts the committee's re- 
port, will -give it $160,000, a reduction 
of .$63,000. 
The field work of the extension di- 
vision is grouped according to dis- 
tricts, six in all, including Milwaukee, 
Oshkosh, 
Superior, 
Wausau, 
Eau 
Claire and La Crosse. 
Since the dis- 
tricts %yere organized the enrollment 
in the extension courses has multi- 
plied greatly in every district. Where 
from 1906 to 1912 only fifty-two stu- 
dents were enrolled in the Superior 
district, since the formation of the Su- 
perior office the enrollment increased 
by 1,039 from 1912 to 1916. From July 
1, 1914, to April 15, 1915, 2,136 men 
and women throughout the state were 
enrolled.

cal and mechanical engineering, bank- 
ing, shop drawing, retail selling, busi- 
ness courses, English and salesman- 
ship.
